polled  at  the  last  presidential  or  other  subsequent  election, 
or  whenever  in  any  such  municipality  there  shall  hereafter 
be  polled  at  any  future  election  more  than  fifteen  hundred 
legal  votes,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  township  committee 
or  other  governing  body  of  said  ronnicipality,  at  least 
fifteen  da^s  before  any  annual  municipal  election  succeed- 
ing the  approval  of  this  act,  in  case  such  votes  have  been 
heretofore  polled,  and  in  other  cases  at  least  fifteen  days 
before  any  annual  municipal  election  succeeding  such 
future  election  at  which  such  votes  may  be  hereafter 
polled,  by  resolution  passed  by  a  majority  of  their  num- 
ber, at  a  special  meeting  held  for  that  purpose,  of  which

and  annaally  thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  in  and  for

dollars  per  annum,  and  to  patrolmen,  the  sum  of  not  less 
than  nine  hundred  dollars  per  annam,  in  lien  of  all  other 
compensation  whatever. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  im- 
mediately; provided,  that  its  provisions  shall  remMD 
inoperative  in  any  city  or  municipality  until  assented  to

immediately,  and  the  pav  or  salaries  of  the  officers  or  men 
of  each  department  shall  he  ae  hereinbefore  stated ;  per- 
BODB  entitled  to  vote  at  any  charter  or  general  election, 
shall  express  their  assent  to  or  rejection  of  this  act  by 
depoeiting  tfaeir  ballots  in  the  box  provided  for  depositing 
ballots  at  snch  election,  iu  the  election  precincts,  districte 
or  wards  of  any  ench  city,  and  those  who  are  in  favor  of 
the  acceptance  of  this  act  shall  each  deposit  a  ballot  con- 
taining the  words  "  For  increase  of  pay  of  police  depart- 
ment, written  or  printed  thereon ;  and  those  who  are 
opposed  shall  each  deposit  a  ballot  with  the  words 
"  Against  increase  of  pay  of  police  department,"  written 
or  printed  thereon ;  and  this  acceptance  or  rejection  may 
be  expressed  upon  the  ballot  on  which  are  the  names  of 
the  ward,  city,  county  or  state  officers,  and  shall  be 
coanted  in  determining  such  result ;  there  shall  be  a  can- 
vass on  the  retnrn  of  tlie  votes  upon  the  qnestion  of  such 
acceptance  or  rejection,  made  by  the  election  officers 
ID  the  same  way  and  manner  as  for  officers  voted  for  at 
sach  election.

1.  Bb  it  bhactbd  by  the  Senate  and  Oeneral  AaaemMy  of 
the  StateofNew  Jersey,  That  the  commiBHionerB  coustitating 
city  boards  having  control  aud  management  of  water 
works  and  the  supply  and  distribution  of  water  in  any 
city  of  this  state   having   over  one   hundred   thousand 
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inbabitants,  sbnll  eacb  receive  and  be  paid,  in  Heu  of 
compenHation  and  repayment  of  all  expeneea  be  aball  be 
enticed  to  receive  as  com misai  oner,  under  tbe  proTisloQS 
of  aDj  law  incorporating  such  city  board,  an  annual  com- 
peuaation  of  five  bundred  dollara,  to  be  paid  montbly  oat 
of  any  moneys  received  by  aaid  city  board;  provided,  th«p^,,,^ 
provisions  of  this  section  sball  not  apply  to  the  commia- 
siooera  of  any  city  board  in  any  city  of  this  state  while 
tbe  bonded  iudebtedDesB  of  such  city  exceeds  fifteen  per 
centDDiof  ita  r&tablee  liableto  municipal  taxation  in  such

A  bill  is  also  pending  in  congress  granting  a  servioe 
pension  to  the  soldiers  of  the  Mexican  war.
